A candle is caused to disappear. 
In its place are found several coloured 
ribbons that have themselves been 
previously made to disappear. The 
candle is then found in the conjurer’s 
pocket that was shown to be empty

ANALYSIS Aas 


(1) Coloured ribbons are caused 
to disappear. Secret: cut a piece out 
of a table tennis ball the size of a 
shilling. When performing, secret- 
ly get hold of this ball. Wave your 
hands up and down as you stuff 
the ribbons inside. Reveal the ball 
(not the hole!) Place it in your 
jacket pocket. 

(2) A candle is turned into a 
number of silk ribbons. Secret: the 
candle is a hollow dummy, made 
of paper. The top and bottom are 
short pieces of ordinary candle. 
Place duplicate ribbons inside this 


fake. When performing, show the 


candle; roll it into a piece of 
newspaper; twist the ends like a 
cracker. To produce the ribbons, 
simply tear the packet in half! 

(3) Acandle is produced from the 
conjurer’s previously empty. poc- 
ket. Secret; at the top of your 
trousers pocket is a ‘‘dead”’ corner. 
A duplicate candle is wedged up in 
this. It is hidden when you pull out 
the pocket to show it empty. When 
you replace the pocket, allow the 
candle to fall, ready for produc-
